—that the United States would 
stand by them in defense of all 
Nationalist-held islands. 

This was behind the outburst 
of the Chinese Nationalist For- 
eign Minister, George Yeh, who 
said, a few days ago, after a 
talk with the Department of 
State, ‘‘I am going back to For- 
mosa where I belong.”’ 

The President is, basically, a 
very good speller. 

But he cannot spell out his pol- 
icy because he can’t tell all the 
facts. He came as close as he 
could when he said that “our 
government” in 1950 had acted 
properly in throwing the Seventh 
Fleet into the straits. He would 
have been helpful had he said that 
former President Harry S. Tru- 
man was correct in his first as- 
sumption—that Formosa could not 
be defended, but should be turned 
over to the United Nations—as he 
was correct in 1950 when “our 
government” ordered the fleet 
there. It was Truman, the fellow 
the myth said was soft toward 
communism, who did that.

For the Blind 


Seven leaders among workers 
for the blind in Georgia sent a 
message Monday to Gov. Griffin 
and the Legislature, requesting 
creation of a Commission for the 
Blind.

Wilson, president of the Alumni 
Association of the Academy for 


the Blind. , 
Rep. Vaughn Terrell of Deca; 


tur County, a blind man himself 


and head of the Georgia Factory 
for the Blind at Bainbridge, has 
préposed: creation of a Commis- 
sion for the Blind to consolidate 
all state services for sightless 
persons under one agency. 

The State Board of Education 
and the Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Division of the State Depart- 
mentof Education have opposed 
the bill. 

The statement drafted Monday 
by Wilson and his group said re- 
habilitation services for the blind 
in Georgia are not now and have 
never been adequate. It urged 
creation of the commission to 
provide adequate services and 
avoid confusion.

“Bravest Battle” 


It was half a century and 
more ago that a poet named 
Joaquin Miller wrote: 


“The bravest battle 
that ever was fought 
Shall I tell you 
where and when?

This week these lines glow 
with a special freshness and 
appropriateness as mothers 
gird themselves to do battle 
with the dread foe, Infantile 
Paralysis. It is significant 
that many of the marching 
mothers have children on 
crutches, in wheel chairs, in 
iron lungs. They know—to 
the farthest reaches of their 
hearts—the staggering sums 
needed, not only for preven- 
tion but for continuing treat- 
ment for those to whont the 
hopeful Salk vaccine will 
come too late. When the 
mothers come marching this 
Friday night, between 7 and 
8, won't you have your porch 
light burning brightly? With 
your support -it well may be 
that this year the “bravest 
battle” will also be the one 
that turns the tide. 
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Reds Must Know 
Our United Purpose! 


The President spoke to the nation yes- 
terday at noon—but in reality he was 
speaking over our heads to the Com- 
munist leaders in the Kremlin and in 
Peiping. 

There must, and will be, unanimous 
support of whatever this nation is ordered 
to do in order to meet Communist aggres- 
sion. We can all hope and pray that his 
statement will “prevent Chou from mis- 
judging our aims.” 

But, as the President spoke to the 
Congress, requesting authority, the 
thoughtful citizen could not help but feel 
the great tragedy of the situation insofar 
as the national unity and understanding 
is concerned. 

It has been the President’s own party 
which, through the postwar years, has 
made unity difficult by charging the 
Democratic Party with selling out China, 
with chaining Chiang Kai-shek to his 
island and with being soft toward com- 
munism. 

It was some of the President’s own 
party which charged Gen. George Mar- 
shall with being a traitor because of his 
efforts in China when the Chiang Kai- 
shek government, unable to obtain from 
its own people any popular support what- 
ever, was collapsing. 

It was Truman, of course, who or- 
dered the Seventh Fleet to the Formosan 
Straits in 1950 when the Chinese Reds 
entered the Korean War. It was Truman, 
too, who sought a U.N. participation in 
the settlement—which President Eisen- 
hower now seeks only to be damned 
for it. 

The plain truth is politics forced Tru- 
man in the end to allow Chiang Kai-shek, 
and not our best national interests, to set 
our Far East policy. And it has been poli- 
tics which caused President Eisenhower 
to allow Chiang to set his policy. 


Now, we have come down to the stage 
where we are ready to draw a line—and 
say we'll shoot if it is crossed. The line is 
not as wide as the one unofficially drawn. 
We are advising the abandonment of 
islands we previously, and wnofficially, 
pledged ourselyes to keep. This irritates 
the Formosans—and pleases the Com- 
munists. 


We are face to face with the fact that 
we must meet Communist aggression. And 
we must do so in the full interest of free- 
dom and all free countries—and not in 
the narrow interest of Chiang Kai-shek 
alone. And when we do, it won’t be ap- 
peasement of communism—anymore than 
it was when the Truman administration 
sought a way out. 

The nation will support the President. 


But, the national unity would be 
stronger if the President would, with 
forthright candor, say that the Nixon- 
Knowland-Mundt propaganda machine 
had all along deceived the American peo- 
ple about the problem and the facts of 
Formosa and the Far East. 


But, whether he does or not, we must 
all wholeheartedly and without reserva- 
tion support him as he leads us. 


When the line is drawn—we must be 
ready and willing to fight for survival— 
no matter what the cost. 


Tourists Avoiding State 
To Escape Bad Roads? 


Five top newsmen from Georgia’s 
neighboring Southeastern states were kind 
enough to enlighten WSB-TV’s Press 
Gallery audience Sunday that tourists 
criticize and avoid Georgia’s highways 
whenever possible. The state is considered 
a “bottleneck” to travelers. 


They also pointed out that these 
neighboring states—Alabama, Tennessee, 
Florida, North Carolina, and South Caro- 
lina—are doing a better job in building 
arterial highways. Their programs are 
designed to lure tourists and to promote 
their respective economic positions. 


And these neighboring states are con- 
sidering plans that would leave Georgia 
even further behind in building main 
highways. Gov. Jim Folsom has called a 
special session of the Alabama Legisla- 
ture to consider a $100,000,000 bond issue 
for roads. The Tennessee Highway De- 
' partment haS- proposed a similar issue for 
primary highway construction. The Ten- 
nessee Legislature is also considering toll 
roads. 

The North Carolina Highway Depart- 
ment has presented a plan for a $650,- 
000,000 road modernization program. 
South Carolina has announced a major 
program for building arterial highways. 

Georgia, of course, has a constitutional 
limitation that prevents bonded debt. But 
we still need roads. As the center of the 
Southeastern Empire, our position de- 
mands that we keep pace with our neigh- 
bors. Neither can we expect the Federal 
Government to assume all of our burden. 

__ The administration, the General As- 
sembly and the people of Georgia must 
concern themselves with the problem.

Georgia a Welcome Visit 


Robert Lee Frost is in our town and 
we are glad. Just knowing he is around 
some how salts and savors the days. 


They, the critics, have called him a 
New England poet, though he was born 
in San Francisco and a pro-South father 
named him for Gen. Robert E. Lee. Most 
of his poems, to be sure, have been writ- 
ten from and about New England. But 
they have a universality which has made 
him and his poetry belong to all of us. 

He said, did Robert Frost, that he had 
no one favorite poem, but a number of 
favorites, “Birches,” “Mending Wall,” 
“The Death of the Hired Man,” “The 
Road Not Taken,” these were among his 
best-liked. They also are among our most- 
read and liked. 


“Death of the Hired Man” is one of 
the great poems of compassion and under- 
standing. 

A farm wife makes her husband sit 
beside her on the steps while she tells 
him the “worthless” farm hand has come 
home, sick and weary Shiftless but ami- 
able, the hired man had left the farm 
when he was needed most. The angry 
farmer had told him never to come back. 
Now near death, the man had come 
“home’’—‘“‘Home, the place where, when 
you have to go there, They have to take 
you in.” 

Robert Frost’s “Death of the Hired 
Man” is a lesson on life and on the sec- 
ond Great Commandment. 


For those who find escape, hope, beau- 
ty, and inspiration in poetry, Frost has 
long been a great rock in a land weary 
of the so-called poets who, obscurists 
all, write for one another and who be- 
lieve that only a small, strange cult can, 
and should, attain understantling of their 
complex-ridden lines. 


At any rate, we wanted to say that 
even with the Chinese Beds making the 
world tense and fearful, things seem bet- 
ter with Robert Lee Frost in town.

Auto Tag Tax Bill Ties 
In Nicely With Another 


One of the big leaks in Georgia’s tax 
collection system may be stopped by this 
year’s General Assembly. 

The House has passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill requiring all car owners to 
swear their property taxes have been paid 
before they can buy license tags. A stiff 
fine is provided for those who swear 
falsely. 

The measure, if enacted into law, is 
expected to up the incomes of local gov- 
ernments by $10,000,000 to $12,000,000 by 
making the payment of city and county 
taxes mandatory before license plates can 
be bought. ‘ 

As drawn the measure is not airtight. 
Regrettably, perjury no longer is regarded 
as the crime it once was. However, if the 
General Assembly endorses the adminis- 
tration’s proposal to sell auto tags at each 
and every county courthouse, checking up 
on who has paid his taxes and who is 
in default will be a very simple matter 
to the public officials most immediately 
concerned, 


Auditor Thrasher Makes 
A Sensible Suggestion 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. said 
Sunday that the State Study Commission 
proposed by Gov. Marvin Griffin could 
bring about some streamlining of state 
government. He pointed out that the 
group could look into the operation of 
state agencies and eliminate waste and 
inefficiency. 

The commission might even go fur- 
ther in*finding out how to eliminate 
some of the bureaus and agencies that 
have been steadily increasing for a num- 
ber of years. 

As governor, Richard B. Russell per- 
formed just such an operation on state 
government. He whittled the number of 
state agencies by some two thirds, in- 
creasing efficiency, cutting expenses and 
emphasizing the services deemed nec- 
essary. 

Various candidates for governor last 
summer pointed out that state payrolls 
could be reduced without impairing effi- 
ciency of state government. If agencies 
can be consolidated, -duplication and un- 
necessary services be curtailed, the times 
call for it. Georgia needs every dollar it 
can get to carry on its educational, wel- 
fare, health and highway programs. 

The study commission has a duty first 
to seek ways to achieve economy before 
it tackles the problem of how to finance 
the necessary expansion of basic services.

Electrocution of Teenagers 
Must Be Halted in Georgia 


Since the electrocution of Georgia’s seventh teenager within a year, 


the State Pardons and Parole Board has been deluged with protests. 
The objections are fully justified, but they are misdirected. 
Members of the board point out that they only follow the laws of 
the state and when evidence in cases is clearly and conscientiously 
determined, the law prescribes the course of action. 
The board does not make these laws. 


But the State Legislature does. 

That is where the protests should 
receive a careful hearing, because 
if they are heard, the Legislature 
will revise the law to prohibit capi- 
tal punishment of teenagers. 

Most states do not permit capi- 
tal punishment for any criminals; 
certainly it is too great a penalty 
for a wayward youth. 

In Georgia a child as young as 
14 years of age can be electro- 
cuted. 

With modern day rehabilitation 
programs even adult prisoners are 
being reclaimed for useful citizen- 
ship. How much more opportunity 
there is for a youthful life! 

Georgia can take a great step 
forward by revising this law. 

Citizens in every community 
should urge their legislators to do 
it — at this .session.

Since 1939 arrests of youngsters 
under 18 for drunkenness have in- 
creased 198 per cent. 


Six of ten known delinquents 
have fathers who drink to excess. 

Three of four are permitted by 
parents to come and go as they 
please. 

Three of five are from homes 
where there is discord between 
parents. 

There are 19 million youngsters 
between ages of 10 and 18. Last 
year more than a million were in 
trouble with police. 

The crime rate of adults went up 
last year only 1.9 per cent. over 
the year previous, but juvenile 
crime went up eight per cent. 

This is just part of the picture.

_ It seems to me inevitable that 
by making his press conference 
visually and audibly available to 
millions of Americans in their 
homes every week the President 
has put his hands on a powerful 
new means of opinion - forming 
leadership. Obviously many more 
people are going to see and hear 
and feel and measure the Presi- 
dent at firsthand than ever before. 
The medium is particularly well- 
adapted to Mr. Eisenhower who al- 
most always carries a greater im- 
pact in person than when you are 


only reading or listening to his. 


words. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that the televised press conference 
will—for good or bad, either way 
you look at it—raise the voice and 
extend the influence of the Presi- 
dent as a national leader. : 

You have to look at what has 
happened to the presidential press 
conference itself—how it has slowly 
but steadily expanded as a méans 
of direct communication between 
the President and the public—to 
glimpse what may lie ahead. 

In the Coolidge era — and ear-

The press 
conference came out as a pale, in- 
direct, fourth-person carbon copy 
of itself. 


Under President Hoover the 
*“‘White House spokesman’”’ was laid 
to rest and correspondents were 
free to point up the significance 
ot the questions which he refrained 
from answering. Written questions 
continued and indirect quotation 
alone was permitted. 

President Roosevelt took the bold 
step of abolishing written questions 
and throughout the peace years 


and only somewhat less regularly 


throughout the war submitted him- 
self twice weekly to a barrage of 
unrehearsed ordl questions and 
spontaneous cross-questions on al- 
most any topical issue. Only rare- 
ly did he permit direct quotation. 

President Truman followed the 
Roosevelt: pattern, took all ques- 
tions, usually replied in one way 
cr another to most of them and 
during his administration some 
newspapers began publishing — 
without directly quoting him but 
using all his words—a full, unof- 
ficial transcript of the conference. 

Mr. Eisenhower has now opened 
his news conference to its near 
ultimate. The sound-film went on 
the TV screéns across the country 
and the President, his words, his 
gestures, his mood and manner 
went into your home. You prac- 
tically took your chair at the White 
House press conference. 


Take, for example, that era of reform known as the Roosevelt 
New Deal back in the middle and early 1930’s which has been slammed 
and pilloried, even down to the congressional election campaign of 


last autumn. 


It is worthy: of note that it now 
is paid high tribute at long last 
— and significantly by the first 
Republican administration — since 
then. You will find this scattered 
throughout President Eisenhow- 
er’s economic report to Congress. 
That gives repeated credit to anti- 
depression measures put on the 
statute books by the Roosevelt 
New Deal in helping to keep the 
recession of last year from snow- 
balling into a real depression. 

Naturally the Eisenhower re- 


‘ port does not identify those as 


Roosevelt New Deal measures, 
which would be too much to ask 
of any political party, whether Re- 
publican or Democratic. It just 
tells how the administration uti- 
lized them, with effusive praise 
for that operation. 

Nowhere in the comprehensive 
report of the President's Council 
of Econmmic Advisers submitted 
last week to Congress will you find 
the name of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. Nor, for another, that of the 
late Sen, Carter Glass, a Virginia 
Democrat, who put throvcvh the 
banking laws which gave the Fed- 
eral Government a more free 
hand to devise flexible policies to 
check downward swings in the 
economy, Nor the name of Mar- 
riner S. Eccles, governor of the 
Federal Reserve System for many 


vears who directed recovery ef- 
forts possible through credit poli- 
cies. Nor the late Sen. Robert F. 
Wagner, New York Democrat, 
sponsor of unemployment insur- 
ance and old age pension laws. 
Nor any other in the galaxy of 
New Deal reform figures. 

Yet, anonymous though they re- 
main in the President’s report, 
they are highly complimented by 
proxy in the detailed story in the 


. economic report. 


The economists who drafted the 
economic report offer the forgot- 
ten men, again without credit, the 
flattery of imitation by advocate 
ing more of what they did—fur- 
ther improvement and extension 
of the social security system, in- 
crease of the statutory minimum 
wage, more public housing, all 
originally started in the 1930s. 

For years it was the fashion, 
and still is in some quarters, to 
condemn the New Deal economic 
and. social reforms as weakening 
the fiber of our people and en- 
couraving them to.lean on the gov- 
ernment. This myth is exploded 
_by the economic report. As for this 
recent experience, it says that, 
while government helped, “the re- 
covery itself was brought about 
by the American people” who, it 
said, have developed a “mood of 
confidence” in their economy.

One small 
island (Ichiang) was seized last 
week by air and amphibious op- 
erations after a gallant few fought 
bravely for days against over- 
whelming odds. There have been 
recent heavy air attacks and ar- 
tillery fire against the main 
Tachen Islands themselves. 


TO CONQUEST 


The Chinese Communists 
themselves assert that these at- 
tacks are a prelude to the con- 
quest of Formosa. For example, 
after the fall of Ichiang, the Pei- 
ping radio said that it showed a 
“determined will to fight for the 
liberation of Taiwan (Formosa). 
Our people will use all their 
strength to fulfill that task.” 


Clearly, this existing and devel- 


‘oping situation poses a_ serious 


danger to the security of our coun- 
try and of the entire Pacific area 
and indeed to the peace of the 
world. We believe that the situa- 


tion is one for appropriate action 


of the United Nations under its 
charter, for the purpose of ending 
the present hostilities in that area. 
We would welcome assumption of 
such jurisdiction by that body. 
Meanwhile, the situation has 
become sufficiently critical to im- 
pel me, without awaiting action by 
the United Nations, to ask the Con- 
gress to participate now, by spe- 
cific resolution, in measures de- 
signed to improve the prospects 
for peace.

get ‘‘jalopies’’ off the road. 

Carlisle argued that the pres- 
ent safety responsibility law does 
not apply until after a person 
has already injured someone or 
destroyed property in his first 
accident.

Hectic Years 


In Social Work 


It was a lighthearted party, staged in celebration of the 35th 
birthday of the Atlanta Social Workers’ Club and most of the 
speeches were in a humorous, reminiscent vein. But because 
social workers deal in the plain, earthbound commodities of life 
and death—beans and tears—one speaker inevitably spoke of 
tragedy. 

J. E. Thrift, an attorney attached to the Fulton Criminal 
Court, who had been president of the Social Workers’ Club back 


*in the deep-depression year of 1934, mentioned the case of James 


Willie Morgan. 

Between the time the 18-year-old Richmound County boy was 
arrested last January for the murder of a taxi driver and the 
time he went to the electric chair this January, the State of 
Georgia spent $125,000 on him, Mr. Thrift said. 


“That was for his arrest, trial, conviction, imprisonment and 
electrocution,”” Mr. Thrift etplained. “If he had had one-tenth 
of that spent on him before he got into trouble, he might have 
been saved—and the taxi driver would probably have been 
alive today.”’ 

He went on to say that most of the defendants who come 
into the courts wouldn’t be there if they had the help of the 
compassionate, well-intentioned organizations and individuals of 
the community first. 


It was a strong argument for expanded services in that di- 
recticn, although Mr. Thrift probably didn’t start out to present 
any argument at all. He was merely looking on the organiza- 
tion’s 35-year history and what it had meant to the lives it 
has touched. 

To appreciate what the profession of social work has come 
to, you have but to look back over that 35-year history as the 
members did Friday. Recalling his depression regime as presi- 
dent, Mr. Thrift said, “Sometimes Julian Boehme would come 
and make us laugh with his magic and sometimes Dr. Herman 
L. Turner would come and bring us spiritual messages—and 
God knows we needed it!’’ 

Another past president, Edward M. Kahn, president in 1928- 
29, spoke of the depression’ years as the Golden Age of social 
work, wheh social workers came into their own along with the 
FERA, the WPA, NYA and other alphabetical agencies. He 
mentioned the beginning of unemployment legislation and the 
various formis of federal aid. 


Each of the past presidents there recailed some improve- 


ment in the lot of man that has come along in the years. Mrs. | 


Mary A. Miller who with her late husband, Frank Miller, 
headed the organization for a total of four years, recalled that 
the Social Workers’ Club had asked the State Health Department 
as early as 1935 to develop facilities for tuberculosis patients in 
Fulton County. She admitted ruefully that they failed there but 
had better luck In advocating that Negro police officers be em- 
ployed in the Negro sections. 


Martin Handrick, president in 1939, said he came to the 
Fulton Department of Public Welfare from the newly closed 
Transient Bureau in Savannah ‘‘along with a warehouse full of 
groceries and about 30 old men.”’ 

“That was the day when -the shine was wearing off the 
Golden Age.” he remarked humorously. “Folks were getting 
tired of social workers. It was the time of The Investigation. If 
I didn’t bring distinction to my office I brought notoriety, I got 
indicted !”’ 

Mr. Handrick was never convicted and the indictment was 
dropped but he brought vividly into recollection his own particu- 
lar period when WPA jokes were on every tongue and the coun- 
try was worrying about a Welfare State. 

There have been many stages since. Ernestine Merriam, 
who with her husband, H. B. (Skip) Merriam, served a term 
each as president, recalled the recent hue and cry that social 
workers were “‘subsidizing sin’’ with grants to dependent chil- 
dren. ; é 

They've had a hectic 35-year history, these social workers 
but they seem to have come through undaunted.

Takes Up 
The Slack

Fat has an untidy habit of 
spreading—waist, abdomen and 
hips. Soft muscles invite fat, 
toned muscles rebuff fat. So 
exercise to tone the figure-con- 
trolling muscles. 

This streamlining technique 
builds beauty plus strength. 
RESTORE TONE 

Here are easy exercises to 
restore tone to flabby muscles. 

Position: Lying face down on 
floor, head resting on folded 
arms. Legs stretched straight 
down. 

Movement: Keeping knee 
straight, raise legs about half- 
way up... hold. Hold to a 
slow count of six. The count 
should be “1 streamlines; 2 
streamlines,”’ etc. Holding is 
toning. Repeat with left leg, 
raising and holding. 

Position: Lie on left side, 
head on folded arm, legs 
straight down. 


Movement: Flex right knee 
briskly toward chest; shoot leg 
straight down; then swing vigor- 
ously rearward. Do this to a 
rhythmical count of 1-2-swing— 
h-o-l-d.
